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Rogers, Fulbright 
battle over 
president’s authority 


W A SH IN G T O N

cre ta ry of State W illiam P. Rogers 
in a bristling confrontation with Sen. 
J. William Fulbright, D-Ark., today 
described as unconstitutional and 
unnecessary proposals to restrict a 
P re sid e n t's 
authority 
to 
com m it 
troops abroad. 
Rogers testified before the Senate 
F o reig n 
R e la tio n s 
C o m m itte e , 
headed 
by 
Fulbright, 
that 
such 
action would limit the P re sid e n t's 
constitutional pow ers and seriously 
lim it his ability to c a rry out foreign 
policy. 


During a subsequent exchange, 
both Rogers and Fulbright displayed 
unconcealed 
irritation and anger 
with each other. Fulbright said the 
adm inistration w as using “ double 
ta lk ” to justify continuation of the 
V ie tn a m 
w a r 
and 
e x p e c te d 
m em b e rs of Congress to follow its 
edicts like “ good boys.” 


At 
another 
point, 
Fulbright 
rem arked, “ The m ore I observe this 
adm inistration, the m ore it app ears 
that you a re following exactly the 
sam e course as your p red ecesso rs” 
“ Y ou,” he said to Rogers, “ have 
gone alm ost as far as Mr. Katzen- 
bach .”

“ I don’t re m e m b e r when I ’ve been 
m o re disappointed,” Fulbright told 
Rogers, facing the se c re tary who 
sat across from him behind a felt- 
covered table in the Senate Caucus

charged 
that 
U.

operations in Cam bodia and Laos 
w e r e 
u n d e r t a k e n 
w i t h o u t 
consultation with Congress and that 
continuation of the V ietnam w ar had 
no legal underpinning. 
R ogers contended that P resident 
Nixon's actions in Southeast Asia 
w e r e 
w i t h i n 
h i s 
r i g h t s 
a s 
co m m an d er 
in 
chief 
to 
protect 
A m erican troops. 
“ I don't think the P resid en t has 
any lack of constitutional authority 
to w ithdraw from the w a r ,” Rogers 
snapped.

It w as possibly the sharpest public

Protest planners 
announced another antiwar 
otlensive in the capitol later 
this month. 
Hoffman 
was 
charged 
with crossing state lines to 
organize and take part in a 
riot, and with obstructing a 
policeman 
Both incidents 
allegedly happened in the 
May Day Week drive to shut 
down 
the 
government 
during which 12.000 persons 
were arrested. 
The grand jury, sitting in 
Washington, reportedly may 
indict as many as a half- 
dozen other protest leaders. 
Rennie 
Davis 
and 
John 
Froines, 
like 
Hoffman 
defendants in the Chicago 
Seven 
conspiracy 
trial, 
already have been charged 
with 
obstructing 
federal 
em p loyes 
and 
with 
interfering with the civil 
rights of other persons, but 
neither has been indicted.

The town of Santa Ynez doesn t want to be annexed to the 
Solvang Municipal Improvement District because it wants 
to retain its own identity as a community. 
This was the message transmitted to the Local Agency 
Formation Commission Thursday by Santa Ynez Sewer 
Committee members. 
LAFCO, with only three of its five members present, 
declined to take action on the request of the Santa Ynez 
group to approve the formation of a 1,236-acre Santa Ynez 
Sanitation District. 
The commission, with R. Lockwood Tower as chairman, 
voted to continue the matter for not later than 70 days, to 
give Administrative Officer Raymond D. Johnson and his 
staff further time to research the request and attendant 
problems. 
Johnson had recommended the request be denied without 
prejudice on the grounds that a suitable alternative exists: 
that annexation to an existing public agency (Solvang 
Municipal Improvement District) with capability to 
provide sewer service should take precedence over 
formation of a new agency to provide the same service. ” 
Dan Duffy, a committee member, said the town of Santa 
Ynez “ doesn't want to go with SMID...and I think SMID 
doesn’t want us.” 
Duffy insisted that Solvang and Santa Ynez “ are separate 


entities' and should remain so. 
Annexation to SMID could mean that Snata Ynez would 
wind up perhaps in an incorporated area with Solvang 
under the SMID district area, it was stressed by the Santa 
Ynez spokesmen. 
A. W. Nelson, committee chairman, said a sanitation 
district was needed in the community to provide an 
organization so that decisions could be made as to how to 
get much-needed sewer service. 
Nelson said there was possibility of such a district getting 
a federal grant for 80 per cent of a new local system. 
Leo Mathiasen, SMID secretary-manager, said SMID as 
of now hasn't the capacity to handle Santa Ynez townsite 
but is trying for grants to enlarge its capacity of 300,000 
gallons a day. He said the SMID operation was now running 
at 75 per cent of capacity. 
Mathiasen also stressed that Santa Ynez Valley's 
uniqueness was in its five separate communities. He said 
there was some fear that with public sewer systems would 
come small lot development that would make the area “ one 
continuous community.” 
“ And it must be considered that Solvang district area will 
incorporate some day,” he added, showing that annexation 
of other large areas might bring problems if that did come 
about.

Adoption rules flexible 


(Second in a Series.)

NEW YORK - (NEA) - 
Nearly 100,000 children are 
now living in foster homes 
in the United States. Their 
longing to be part of a per­ 
manent family is, ironically, 
o f t e n unfulfilled because 
many couples who want to 
adopt are certain they are 
ineligible financially and 
that their homes won’t come 
up to set standards. Rather 
than face refusal they don’t 
apply. 
The agencies are trying to 
correct t h e s e misconcep­ 
tions. “ Through publicity,” 
said Mae Neely, director of 
New York’s Adoption Serv­ 
ice, “ we are trying to show 
middle-income people th a t 
money isn’t the paramount 
factor. 


“ It’s nice to have,” she 
added, “ but it doesn’t make 
you the best adoptive per- 
ent. We are trying to reach 
the people who can offer a 
warm home to children. A 
lot of money isn’t neces­ 
sary.” 
Agency f e e s across the 
country range from as little 
as $50 to about $1,000, ac­ 
cording to income of adop­ 
tive parents. And in some 
special c a s e s the fee is 
waived. There are also court 
and legal fees. 
“ There’s a little more flex­ 
ibility on religion now than 
there once was,” Miss Neely 
said. “ Most states do have 
something in their adoption 
laws regarding religion but 
m a n y have modified the 
laws.” 


She spoke of single adop­

been well-reared by widowed 
mothers and that one parent 
is surely better than none at 
all. We have even placed 
a child with a single man. 
But we like to know that the 
single parent has a family 
relationship — aunts, uncles, 
sisters, brothers, not neces­ 
sarily living with the parent, 
but closely associated. We 
don’t believe a child should 
be sacrificed on the altar of 
a s in g le woman’s loneli­ 
ness.” 
An adoptive mother in 


California bears testimony 
to the suggestion that some 
couples fear that agencies 
will expect impossible stand­ 
ards to be met by prospec­ 
tive parents. 
“ What frightened me when 
we went into adoption pro­ 
ceedings,” sh e reminisced, 
“ were such things as is there 
enough space in the bed­ 
rooms; is the house decor­ 
ated properly, clean enough? 
We thought the social work­ 
ers would turn back the bed 
covers, look behind the stove 
and go through the garbage 
cans. But it’s not so. They 
give you lots of notice, ar­ 
rive by appointment and 
they are very human.” 
Miss Neely believes that 
the media don’t emphasize 
enough the services avail­ 
able through an adoption 
agency and that there is a 
good deal of misunderstand­ 
ing about how it works with 
the people who come to them 
for help. 


“ Some think that when a 
desperate girl comes to us 
right before birth we lick 
our chops and say, ‘Fine. 
S i g n here.’ It’s not that 
way at all. We work with 
these mothers for months— 
not telling them they should 
give up their child but look­ 
ing at the whole picture, ex­ 
plaining that they will have 
no more legal rights and 
also no responsibility. 
We 
g i v e them counseling and 
make them feel they have 
been responsible parents be­ 
cause they did come to an 
agency. 


“ If the mother is under 17 
we insist that the parents be 
included in helping her to 
make her decision. If she’s 


a young girl who wants to 
get back into school we try 
to get her back into school. 
We express interest in the 
mother as well as the child 
and try to rehabilitate her.”

volved at the outset. But 
they are often more costly 
and lack the services an 
agency can give. However, 
religion in independent adop­ 
tions is often not a barrier 
at all. 
Religion seems to be one 
of the toughest hurdles in 
adoption. Although m a n y 
s t a t e s and agencies now 
have less stringent laws and 
policies, all have not. For 
example, the Holt Adoption 
Program in Oregon sends 
out an information letter to 
prospective clients and de­ 
votes nearly the entire first 
page to defining “ Christian 
homes,” and requests that 
applicants not o n l y state 
their faith but explain in 
their own words what Jesus 
means to them. 
Still, if you can bear with 
the endless questions, all 
asked for the protection of 
the child, the agency way 
s e e m s the safest way to 
adopt. One man was goaded 
into flippancy as he an­ 
swered what he considered 
one absurd question after an­ 
other while an agency lady 
painstakingly recorded his 
words verbatim. The scene 
after hours of this procedure 
went like this: 
Q: “ What kind of child 
would you like to have?” 
A: A boy c h i 1 d.” She 
filled in a line. 
Q: “ Approximate age?” 
A: “ P r e f e r a b l y a new­ 
born infant.” Click went the 
typewriter. 
Q: “ Nationality and any 
other requirements?” That’s 
when he flipped. 
A: “ Northern European. 
And I’d like this kid to be 
athletic, especially good at 
tennis and he must have a 
sense of humor.” Clackety, 
clack—then pause. 
Q: “ Are you teasing me, 
Mr. A . . .?”

Opening lead—♦ Q

It looks like a cinch to get 
to seven with the North- 
South cards. North has a 
sound opening bid and South 
is looking at game right in 
his own hand, so when Ham- 
mann and Lawrence held the 
North-South cards for North 
America they reached seven 
spades with no trouble at all. 
The bidding in the box 


shows what happened when 
Italy got the good cards on 
the replay. 
They were playing the Ro­ 
man Club. In this system 
the club opening shows one 
of several type hands but 
most of the time it is a bal­ 
anced hand with 12-16 high- 
card points, so North opened 
one club. 
Bobby Goldman threw a 
monkey wrench into the Ital­ 
ian bidding machinery by 
jumping to three diamonds 
with his eight-card suit and 
one king. 
This didn’t shut Morini of 
Italy out. He cue-bid four 
diamonds. North tried four 
hearts. Morini cue-bid dia­ 
monds again. North’s five 
no-trump bid showed a dia­ 
mond stopper. This bid also 
showed that his club open­ 
ing was the balanced 12-16- 
point hand. 
Morini considered going to 
seven but was afraid that his 
p a r t n e r might hold three 
small clubs, so he just set­ 
tled for the small slam. We 
are sure that Italy would 
have reached seven if Bobby 
had sat back quietly and let 
them bid along without inter­ 
ference.

The old school of thought 
about positioning the ball in 
your stance was that the 
longer the shaft, the farther 
forward you played the ball. 
An 8-iron would be played 
back near the right foot. A 
driver would be played off 
the left foot. 
The 
modern

thought is to play all shots 
from 
the 
same 
position, 
usually toward the left foot. 
My own theory is a sort of 
synthesis of the old and the 
new I don’t believe you can 
play everything off the same 


point, because the spot at 
which the club contacts the 
ground has to vary with the 
length of the club. But I do 
play everything from the 
center of my stance or left 
of it. 
I just like to feel that my 
left arm is comfortably ex­ 
tended at address.

NEWARK. Ohio— (NEAI- 
When Jerry Laws gets go­ 
ing he could sell blouses on 
Bali. His hands rub together, 
his face glows with a foot-in- 
the-door smile and his pitch 
is an artfully contrived con­ 
glomeration of sincerity and 
socko. 
“Look,” he says to a pros­ 
pect, “how old are you, 18? 
Say you sign up now and re­ 
tire in 20 years on about $400 
a month benefits. 
Right? 
Well, you’d only be 38, you 
could easily get another job, 
so let’s say you put your 
benefits 
in a bank each 
month and don’t touch them 
for 10 years. You know what 
you’ll have after 10 years? 
You’ll have $48,000 in sav­ 
ings, plus at least $8,000 in­ 
terest. That’s fifty-six thooou- 
sand dollars, think of it, fifty- 
six thooousand dollars.” 
What’s he selling: Mutual 
funds? Insurance? 
No, he’s selling the United 
States Army. 
S. Sgt. Jerry Lee Laws is 
one of 3,500 enlistment sales­ 
men for the Army. In the 
days of innocence, when the 
job was simpler and the 
product more reputable, he 
would have been known as a 
recruiter. Today, with all 
sorts of defects, real or 
imagined, being discovered 
in service life, and with an 
expected end of the draft 
soon to dry up the military’s 
chief manpower source, Sgt. 
Laws is an “Army coun­ 
selor,” supposedly a new 
type title for a new type ped­ 
dler of a new type military. 
Be assured, the job also 
has new type problems. 
Where once a man in Army 
green was welcome every­ 
where in nationalistic small 
town America, now “conse- 
lor” Laws is persona non 
grata in at least one local 
college, a couple of local 
high schools and numerous 
youth hangouts. He chokes 
on his morning coffee every 
time newspapers report an­ 
other war scandal or tell of 
some 
general 
somewhere 
caught with his hand in the 
till. “When Lieutenant Cal- 
ley was found guilty,” the 
sergeant shudders, “I got 
calls from mothers who said: 
‘You got my husband during 
World War* II, and one son 
during Korea. But I promise 
you that’s all. You’ll never 
get anybody* else in my fam­ 
ily.’ Loud click!” 
So it is in these dark days 


THE SELLING of the Army is S. Sgt. Jerry Laws’ job. 
Here he leans on one of the weapons he wields in his 
battle to meet his 10-recruit-a-month quota in Newark, 
Ohio, a sign advertising the “New, Action Army.” 
needs the recruits and in the 
of military history, salesmen 
like Sgt. Jerry Laws must 
light some candles. He is not 
the old vet who used to sit 
in the basement of the Elm 
Street post office, a bottle 
of booze only half hidden in 
his drawer. Once considered 
the boondocks of the military 
establishment, Army recruit­ 
ing is all of a sudden war­ 
ranting 
priority 
attention 
and priority personnel. 
Laws, age 30, is a good 
example of the modification. 
Candid, professional without 
being pompous, he is also a 
rather 
nice 
f e ll o w. 
He 
teaches Sunday school at the 
local Church of Christ, has 
helped coach football at the 
local junior high, and speaks 
to the cleaning woman. In 
short, he’s just folks—home­ 
town proof that the Army 
isn’t as corrupt, inept and 
despicable as the headlines 
often suggest. 
“Now, one thing about the 
Army,” he says to a young 
prospect, “ it always takes 
care of its own. I see a lot 
of women whose civilian hus­ 
bands die and leave them 
with nothing. That means 
they are forced to remarry. 
Well, if you die in the Army, 
your wife gets six months 
pay and $5.000 in cash right 
off. And if she doesn’t re­ 
marry, 
she 
gets 
$120 
a 
month, plus 12 per cent of 
your base pay, all her life.” 
His spiel is not harsh, but 
earnest. His manner is not 
pushy, but convincing. He 


future he will need them 
even more (the Army is ex­ 
pected to go all-volunteer by 
1973). But “Honesty’s the 
word,” he says, “honesty.” 
And fortunately, counselor 
Laws can afford to be honest 
these days. He no longer has 
to lie about his commodity 
“The Army,” he insists, ‘‘is 
growing up.” Mickey Mouse 
is dying. Harassment too. 
Pay for a recruit is expected 
soon to double (from about 
$120 to about $260). And re­ 
cruiters have been given 
numerous sales tricks, in­ 
cluding ways a volunteer can 
legally stay out of Vietnam, 
in what amounts to a multi­ 
million (perhaps billion) dol­ 
lar campaign to improve the 
product. 


For example, says Sgt. 
Laws: “It used to be that 
one of the natural enemies 
of the recruiter was a pros­ 
pect’s girlfriend. But now we 
have a program which lets 
a recruit serve at a base 
near his home. Say I sign a 
boy up here in Newark 
Usually I’ll send him to Fort 
Knox, ‘Ky., only a few hours 
away. After four weeks ot 
basic, he gets his first week­ 
end pass. After basic is over, 
he gets weekend passes al­ 
most at will. He can see his 
girl almost as much as he 
ever did.” 


So love triumphs. As a re 
suit, even in hard times 
Jerry Laws does too.

He was 500 feet away when

Capt. Robert Harris, Rus­ 
sell, Ky.—Ex-school teacher, 
c o m p a n y commander, he 
was two days overdue to go 
home. Men of Co. B had al­ 
ready given him a going- 
away watch. He stayed for 
the operation b e c a u s e no 
other grade officers were 
with the unit. His watch was 
never found. 


Lt. Victor D a v i d West­ 
phall, Springer, N.M.—Uni­ 
versity of Montana graduate, 
he was 28 and in his second 
four-year hitch. He received 
his permanent commission 
just the week before. He 
wrote poetry and his mem­ 
ory inspired the building of 
the chapel. 


Sgt. Roger Boyd, Sparta. 
Ill —He had been in Viet­ 
nam once b e f o r e , as an 
Army machine gunner. Home 
in I l l i n o i s , he joined the 
Marine r e s e r v e s and re­ 
quested active duty because 
he was “tired of the stuff 
g o i n g on in the United 
States.* 


L/Cpl. Charles Kirkland. 
Kennett. Mo.—Son of a min­ 
ister, freckle-faced kid-next- 
door type, he joined up “to 
get the war over.” He was 
20. 


L/Cpl. A l e j a n d r o Diaz, 
Brooklyn, N.Y.—He s p o k e 
Spanish better than English. 
Only two weeks before he 
was killed, he asked for a 
six-month enlistment exten­ 
sion so he could get a 30-day 
leave home. 
L/Cpl. Jerry A. Longtine, 
International Falls, Minn — 
The other kids kidded him 
a b o u t hi s J o h n Wa y n e 
slouch. He was 6-4 and gang­ 
ly. He was a draftee who 
chose Marine duty. Only six 
weeks short of his 20th birth­ 
day, he had been in Vietnam 
eight months. 
L/Cpl. Rolando Hernandez, 
Corpus C h r i s t i, Tex.—He 
joined the Marines because 
his brother was in. Whenever 
an extra beer or extra food 
was to be found, Rolando 
found it. He was resourceful. 


Cpl. D e n v e r S. Berk- 
heimer, Streetsboro, Ohio— 
The previous October he was 
shot through the neck and 
received a Purple H e a r t . 
At 21, he had 76 days of serv­ 
ice remaining but wanted to 
re-enlist. The day he was 
killed, this stanza was in a 
poem he wrote home: 


Thrugh othe rain, muck 
and mud, 
Never knowing when our 
body will thud 
Upon the soft ground 
where we run, 
From a hidden sniper’s 
g u n ” 
Pfc. James R. J o s h u a . 
Gadsden, A la—He was 20, 
in Vietnam six months. His 
mother has only one photo 
of him, taken at Paris Island. 
He had completed the 10th 
grade in s c hool . He was 
slow-spoken, slow-moving, an 
atypical Marine. 
Pfc. Davis R. Brown, Win­ 
ter Park, Fla —Just turned 
18, he was the youngest man 
in the company. They put 
him in he adquar te rs “to 
keep him out of trouble,” 
but he kept pushing for front­ 
line duty as a machine-gun­ 
ner. And got it. 
Those are mere footnotes 
to the lives of 11 young men 
McKinney, who doesn’t want 
to see Americans in Viet­ 
nam any longer (“I’ve seen 
too many good young men 
die there” ), supplies the epi­ 
taph to their existence: 
“They weren’t just a bunch 
of numbers. They were peo­ 
ple.”

Monday, May 17th at 2 p.m. in the 
County Administration Bldg. (105 E. 
Anapamu Street, Santa Barbara > 
there will be a final hearing before 
the Board of Supervisors concerning 
the 
Proposed 
Harris 
Grade 
Freeway. 
Proponents find their 
project seriously challenged as the 
deadline for approval nears. 
The 
opponents have clearly shown that 
the 
requirement has 
not 
been 
established and the expenditure of 
74 million dollars is unjustified. 
Although petitions opposing 
the 
project were signed by over 1700 
persons and numerous letters from 
the 
Lompoc 
businessmen 
were 
placed into the record of the County 
Planning 
Commission, 
this 
appointed 
body 
approved 
this 
project by a 5 to 3 vote disregarding 
the strong objections from some of 
its members. No attempt has been 
made to ascertain the feeling of the 
majority of the people. As there is 
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no right of referendum, the final 
approval rests with the elected 
members 
of 
the 
Board 
o 
Supervisors. It is my feeling that 
“ we the people" have not been 
heard. 
, 
The deep cuts along the proposed 
right of way for the Harris Grade 
Freeway 
will 
present 
serious 
erosion problems that in themselves 
constitute safety hazards. Speaking 
as a biologist who has studied plant 
succession, 
I 
maintain 
that 
irrepairable damage will be done by 
such an assault on the natural 
environment. And, even to date, no 
money 
has 
been 
allocated 
for 
replacement of the Bishop Pines 
should the same be able to survive. 
As a matter of fact, the only funds 
presently available are for right ot 
way acquisition. 
ft is well recognized that the 
ultimate solution to the spiralling 
Automobile — Freeway Crisis will 
be the introduction of mass rapid 
transit systems e.g. high speed 
commuter trains, monorails etc. 
The government’s vast investment 
in freeways has virtually doomed all 
forms of transportation except the 
automobile.

CAIRO - If the nine-month truce 
in the Israeli-Egyptian war can be 
prolonged through the year, as now 
seems at least a slight possibility, 
President Anwar Ol-Sadat will have 
an opportunity to concentrate on a 
long-neglected goal. That is to raise 
the level of living for people who for 
the most part are desperately poor. 
Three wars, the disastrous defeat 
of 
1967, 
the 
infusion of 
large 
amounts of military aid — over 23 
years the Egyptian leadership has 
faced outward. 
Their energy, the 
country’s resources and an unending 
flow of propaganda have gone into 
an effort to confine, if not destroy, 
Israel. In his first speech since his 
talks 
with 
Secretary 
of 
State 
William P. Rogers, Sadat promised 
that every Egyptian would have a 
pension for life by this time next 
year. 
Given the state of 
Egypt's 
finances 
and the top-heavy 
bureaucracies, this 
seem s 
p re tty 
re m o te . 
Nevertheless, it is a 
sign of the direction 
in 
which 
Sadat 
wants to move. 
. 
the soft-spoken president the 
present moment could be a turning 
point. 
Closely allied with Gamal 
Abdel Nasser in the revolution of the 
young 
army 
officers 
bent on 
throwing off the yoke of western 
“ imperialism, 
Sadat was always 
less of a firebrand. 
While the 
mystique 
of 
Nasser 
and the 
revolution 
is still powerful, with 
portraits 
of the 
dead 
leader 
everywhere, Sadat has shown that 
he believes the time has come to 
confront the facts of life at home. 
The powerful editor of A1 Ahram, 
Mohammed Hassanein Heikal, one 
of Nasser's closest associates and 
now 
Sadat’s 
intimate 
adviser, 
describes how Nasser passed the 
baton of authority to his successor 
Having suffered one heart attack, 
Nasser was due to leave for an Arab 
summit 
meeting 
in 
Morocco. 
Rumors 
were circulating of 
a 
variety to assassinate him. 
At seven in the morning he 
summoned Sadat to his suburban 
villa. He told him that in the event 
of his demise Sadat should assume 
the presidency. It was the last will 
and testament of the leader whose 
flashing charismatic presence had 
survived even the disaster ot 1967. 
Over the years the revolution for 
those who made it has been like a 
powerful drug, a stimulant, the 
magical answer to all doubt and 
difficulties. 
Sadat has written of 
nights around desert camp fires 
nature of the revolution they meant 
to make against the power of Britain 
that since the era of the proconsul, 
Lord Cromer, had exercised a 
protectorate over Egypt. 
Several 
thousand 
British 
troops 
were 
stationed at critical points along the 
Suez Canal to insure the safety of 
what Britain considered the life line 
of the empire 
“ We were young men full ot 
hope." Sadat wrote. 
"We were 
brothers 
in 
arms, 
united 
in 
friendship 
and 
in 
a 
common 
detestation of the existent order ot 
things. Egypt was a sick country. 
The social and political unrest in 
Egypt 
was 
the 
theme of our 
debates 
But the young men full ol hope 
discovered 
that 
even 
with 
a 
compelling leader like Nasser it was 
one thing to make a revolution and 
quite another to transform a sick 
society. 
After King Farouk was 
deposed and the British were on the 
way out Nasser himself wrote in 
“ The Philosophy of Revolution 
with something like despair: 
“ Instead of accomplishing our 
mission, I realized, bitterly, we had 
only started 
We needed discipline 


but found chaos. We needed unity 
but found division. We needed hard 
work 
but 
found 
passivity 
and 
indolence." 
His heir, Sadat, may now have a 
chance to make a new start. It is 
late in the day. The passions of the 
Palestinian 
conflict 
— 
hate, 
revenge, bitter frustration — weigh 
against stability and an orderly 
evolution toward a better life for the 
masses. 
Sadat must insure his 
hold over dissidents in his own 
government. 
And there is still, in 
Nasser s words, a large measure of 
chaos, 
division, 
passivity 
and 
indolence to overcome. 
On the asset side is a profound 


longing for peace. 
One cannot be 
here for however short a time 
without sensing how pervasive this 
longing is. It seems to run through 
every element. And peace, it is 
hardly necessary to add. is the 
absolute essential it Sadat is to have 
a chance to make a new start. 


The apartment houses and hotels 
rising along the splendid Nile are an 
elegant but very thin frosting on a 
sodden cake little' changed over the 
centuries. .

The next morning he still had the 
same bite of food in his mouth 
Preparing for dinner is a family 
affair.

Dad would just as soon do it 
himself but mom insists the children 
will learn no other way. Perhaps, 
but this particular education is 
almost as expensive as sending 
them to school once you have totaled 
up the cost of broken dishes, spilled 
food 
and 
medication 
for 
stab 
wounds. 
With dinner finally underway the 
oldest must tell about his day at 
school, the next oldest is yelled at 
for crawling up on the table, the 
next is singing at the top of her 
voice, the baby is smearing mashed 
potatoes in her hair and mom is 
trying to get dad to tell about his 
exciting day at the office. 
The oldest begins pouting because 
no one is listening to him, the next 
oldest puts his knee in his plate and 
tips over his milk, the next chokes 
on a string bean right at the end ot 
“ Raindrops keep falling on my . 
and the baby pushes her bowl on the 
floor. 
Halfway through dinner, the next 
oldest 
and

excuse 
themselves to go to the bathroom. It 
suddenly occurs to mom and dad 
that they have not returned within a 
reasonable length of time and they 
are discovered in the den watching 
television. 
Dinner is finally over, hands and 
faces are wiped, and the herd roars 
away. Mom and dad heave a sigh ot 
relief and linger quietly over a last 
bite of dessert
